German Annies Sweep On. 


Przasnysz, to the north of Warsaw, 
was occupied and the German armies 
swept on. 
By July 19 they had forced 
the Russians back to the line of the 
Narew river and pushed their way to 
within twenty miles of their goal. This 
fortress of Ostrolenka was taken and 
the 
Nowogeorgievsk 
fortification, 
the 
key to Warsaw on the north, was ap- 
proached. 
To the south Radom was 
occupied and the Russian lines of com- 
munication in the Lublin region was 
threatened.

Blonie, southwest of the city, pushed 
their way across the river Narew be- 
low Ostrolenka after battering at the 
fortified gates of the city was started 
in earnest on Tuesday of this week 
by Bavarian troops under command of 
I'rince Leopold of Bavaria.

P. Frye, still remained TinseÎtled, 
with the publication today of the latest 
Gferman note against justifying the.Ger- 
man course. and reiterating a mlUnfl^ess; 
to make reparation for the ship. 


Replying to the last American not»-, 
Germany, in justification of . the sink- 
ing of the Frye, adheres to hrâr previous 
claims that the act was not in contra- 
vention 
of 
the 
Prussian-American 
treaty or international law. 


The whole controversy hinges on arti- 
cle thirteen of that treaty, the Aiiieii- 
cao contention being that it specifically 
protected the Frye from being sunk, al- 
though not protecting a 
contraband 
cargo. 
Germany, on the other hand, 
contends that the article only • desig- 
nates her to pay damages. In again of- 


fering to pay for the ship, Germany ac- 
cepts" the American proposal that the 
amount of dama^ges be fixed by two ex- 
p ^ s , one to be selected by each coun- 
try, and pledges prompt payment with 
the stipulation, however, that it shall 
not be regarded as payment for Viola- 
tion of American rights.. Should that 
method be unsatisfactory 
the United 
States is invited to arbitration at The 
Hague. 


It is considered likely tìiat the com- 
mission method "will be satisfactory to 
the United States, provided, however, 
that no treaty rights are waived. 


Should the United States allow the 
controversy to jio to The Hague for inr 
terpretation of the treaty or continue 
to discuss the EÌtu«.tion through diplo- 
matic channels it is very certain that it 
will insist that meanwhile Germany re- 
frain from violation of what the United 
States claims are its rights.

Conditions Showing Steady 
Improvement, Says Fed- 
eral Reserve Board. 


Washington, Aug. 5.—General busi- 
ness conditions throughout the country 
continue to show improvement but un- 
til crops are harvested the full measure 
of this improvement cannot be judged, 
according to the monthly bulletin cf 
the federal reserve board issued today.

The Fort Wayne Sentinel 
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The Dispute With England 


To the lay mind, unfamiliar with diplomatic usage and prece- 
dent, the differences between the United States, England and i^er- 
Ittftny, which have resulted in a voluminous exchange of argumenta- 
ttaUve "notes," present a maze of complexity that we are assuredly 
lexctusàblé ii we fail to conmpletely grasp. 
Some l)asic princi- 
ples of right and justice, however, seem very clear even to those un- 
tiarained in diplomatic dickering. 


There is every prospect that the United States will very de- 
feisively and very promptly insist, in her reply to the British notes 
dèfètìding the Orders in Council, that Great Britain is wrong and 
; that her policy of interference with the trade of neutrals is illegal 
and unwarranted. The English position that the alleged conduct 
of Germany justifies her course cannot be accepted here any more 
than can the contention of Germany that her submarine warfare 
tactics with reference to American right is to be condoned because of 
i the blockade policy England has chosen to set up. 


The trade right of neutrals is a most important issue, and Ameri- 
can insistence upon it in a spirit of absolute fairness and impartial- 
ity with^^all the belligerents will be sustained both at home and by 
the woi^d at? large. It is préposterous to assume that the common 
rights of nations not at war can be safely abridged by those which 
are embroiled in conflict. Unless all signs fail, the sitate department 
is going to make that fact very clear. 


With the reorganization of the Fort "Wayiie city school board 
following the election of A. L. Randall for the ensuing three years, 
Jesse Macbeth retires from that body after having served a total of 
six years as a member of the governing board of the public schools 
¡We think it will be cheerfully agreed that Mr. Macbeth has proven 
a valuable member, that he has given careful and competent atten 
tion to hiis duties, and that in retiring from office he can do so with 
thie consciousness that he has rendered high-grade and most valuable 
public service. The position is one of tremendous importance, in- 
yolving inuch responsibility and requiring much time, and the fin- 
ancial compensation is so nominal that the reward comes not in 
cash but in the knowledge that in meeting its exactions well one is 
performing a high civic duty and enjoying a privilege of fine dis-

The fact that the food laws of the 
Aarious states are virtually in a con- 
dition of chaos, despite all the work 
that has been done toward bringing 
tbem into harmony, will again face the 
National Commission on Uniform Laws 
when it meets some ten days hence in 
Salt Lake City.

standards is so ^éat that a food which 
one state accepts ae pure is not allowed 
to be sold in another. 


The greatest obstacle encountered as 
to this matter in évery state lies in the 
hostility of some interests which profit 
through laxity of pure food laws. 
If 
these desire any change at all it is not 
in bad laws, of which they are the bene- 
ficiaries, but rather in the good laws, 
whosé modification they always seek 
beeausé of the rigid requirements in be- 
half of public health.

laws is harmful both 
to themselves 
and consumers, and they are in cor- 
dial sympathy with the work and ob- 
jects of this commission.

BIRDS ClING 10 OLD 
HAONTS » H E WAR 


Feathered Tribe Little Dis- 
turbed by Roar of 
Cannon. 


Berlin, July 20.—(Correspondence of 
the 
Associated 
Press.) —Experiments 
and observations made in between times 
at the various battle fronts by bird lov- 
ers have revealed" some striking char- 
acteristics of the feathered broods that 
have not been frightened froni their ac- 
customed haunts by the war. 
Quite as 
unusual as any other conclusion is the 
showing that crows, from generations 
of experience, fear rifle fire but not ar- 
tillerv fire, while ^ong birds, never hav- 
inp: known tl:e fear of the hunter and 
h b rifle, break into song-when the giuis 
arc fired, but are alarmed at the tre- 
mendous explosions of shells. 


Even the trained artillery horses con- 
tinue to show more fright at shell ex- 
plosions than the bij-ds. The crows for 
uistance do not even trouble to take 
to flight when a shell lands near them 
but does not explode, and only rise for 
an instant when it does go off. * But 
when the rifles begin to pop they put 
an much distance as possible between 
themselves and the trenches. 


Many of the soldiers haA'e canaries in 
their trenches, and have conducted nu- 
merous experiments with them. Usually 
the discharge of a rifle is a signal for 
them to singj 
«^en the sound of 
breaking glass will bring the same re- 
sult. 
The same is true to a great ex- 
tent of the wild song birds that abound, 
especially along the French front. 


The birds of course display a sharp- 
ness of vision that even a powerful tele- 
scope will not equal, and many times 
the warning of an attack has come first 
of all from the crows and other birds, 
rising in alarm at some movement.»that 
the sentries for all their watchfulness 
had not detected.

Comets and War. 


In the light of the ancient supersti- 
tion that comets, particularly an un- 
usual number of them, presage disas- 
ter and war, astronomers have recently 
been calculating the number that have 
made their appearance from late 
in 
1913 until the present time. They have 
been unusually frequent, 
apparently, 
from which fact the superstitious are 
taking comfort. 


The real "war comet," says the as- 
tronomers, was that of Delevan, discov- 
ered by him in December, 1913. 
Tliia 
body was of unusual size and brilliancy 
pnd at its zenith could be made out with 
the naked eye. 
It disappeared 
early 
this year, and probably will not be seen 
again for six or seven years. 
The as- 
tronomers caution against taking this 
as an indication that the war will last 
that long. 


One of the first to be seen in 1913 
was "Encke's comet," which first was 
noted in 1786, biit not definitely placed 
uutil 1818. 
It makes its 
appearance 
once every three and a third years, but 
in 1914 was late. Close on the heels of 
this expected "guest" came some that 
were not expccted, however. 


On May 1«, 1914, Rudolph Paetz re- 
ports, Zlatinsky discovered a comet-Jike 
star, possessing the brilliancy of a star 
of 12.5 magnitude. 
It was given 
the 
name of yeujmin. Then came the Krit- 
jing comet of comparatively little bril- 
liancy, and then Campbell's comet was 
announced from 
America. 
The 
first 
comet of 1915 was 
that 
of 
Mellish, 
also diacbvered in America,' whi<4i first 
appeared as a star of 10 magnitude and 
attained its maximum in Jnne with the 
magnitude of fourth el«sa star.

."We are spending $3,600,000 for the 
upkeep of the canteens for Belgians ab- 
solutely destitute; 


"^Ve have spent $600,000 through the 
committee appointed to look alter home- 
less and orphan children; 24,000 chil- 
dren have been placed In 
temporary 
homes until after the war; 


"Twenty thousand foreign refugees in 
Belgium "are also being cared for and 
fed; 


"In destroyed communities 
$500,000 
has been spent in the erection of tem- 
porary shelters; 


"Clothing worth $3,400,000 has bee« 
distributed through the Central Cloth- 
ing bureau in Brussels; 


"For the purchase of clothing local- 
ly. $2,200,000 has been distributed to the 
defititute; 


"The total subscriptions up to date 
in actual cash have been about $15,- 
000,000; 


"In the distribution of food over 65,- 
000 volunt«er workers, mostly Belgians, 
have been employed; 


"The relief work has extended to the 
distribution of medical supplies and to 
the distribution of thousands of tons of 
seed to agriculturalists; 


"In France, where the nation is still 
behind the dispossessed industrial work- 
tre, the commission has found it suffi- 
cient to grant money subventions to 
the communes, which undertake the care 
of their own destitute."

13 Orphans a Chance 
Glad She Did It. 


Indianapolis, Aug. 5—In 
a 
certain 
to-wn in the southern part of the state, 
a gray-haired woman la living with a 
young man, his wife and four children 
The young man and hia wife call the 
gray-haired woman "mother" and the 
children call her "grandmother" and she 
smiles as she tells how the world usual- 
ly works around in circles so everyone 
gets in return just what he has given 
in life. 


Some years ago, the gray-haired wom- 
an, at that time the wife of a farmer 
and young herself, came to the board 
of state charities to tell she believed 
she could care for another orphan. She 
had taken twelve children from the or- 
phans' home and had given 
them 
a 
chance in the battle of life, but she 
said something told her she could rear 
another child, a young boy, and she in- 
sisted her husband permit her to adopt 
him. 
Her husband demurred at first. 
Twelve children given a home without 
any claim on the home to begin with 
was doing considerable work for 
the 
alate and for the children, but when 
the wife insisted, he consented. 
Thirteenth Child Progressed Rapidly, 
tliirteenth adopted 
child 
grew 
stioiig, progressed rapidly through com- 
mon and high schools and then through 
a pharmaceutical school. He then re- 
turned to the home of his adopted moth- 
er and purchased the best pharmacy 
in the town. He is today one of the 
most successful young men of the city 
and his adopted mother is receiving the 
reward of a home for the one she gave. 


The case is the most novel confronted 
by the board of state charities through 
its investigators although several wives 
and husbands in the state have cared 
for seven and eight children who had 
been leH without parents. 


During the last quarter the agents of 
the board made 1,351 calls to visit chil- 
dren. 
Twelve or 9 per cent, were re- 
ported not found. 
Of the 1,339 chil- 
dren visited 1,160, or 86.6 per cent., were 
reported as doing well; 121, or 9.1 per 
cent., fairly; a total of 1,281, or 95.7 per 
cent., doing satisfactorily. 
Fifty-eight, 
or 4.3 per cent., were doing poorly. Of 
the twelve children not found, one child 
was later definitely located. 


One hundred and thirty-nine applica- 
tions were received. 
Of these, seven- 
teen, or 12.2 per cent., were for chil- 
dren under five years of age: thirty- 
three, or 23.7 per cent., for children five 
to eleven years: forty-nine, or .35.3 per 
cent, for boys and girls from twelve to 
fourteen years, and forty, or 28.8 per 
cent., for children past foiirteen. 
Reject One-Fifth as Being Unfit. 
One hundred and eleven applications 
were investigated; twenty-two, or 20 
per cent., were rejected as unfit. 


During the quarter 122 children were 
placed in family homes. 
Sixty-five, or 
53.3 per cent., were placed for the first 
time, and fifty-seven, or 46.7 per cent., 
had been placed before. Forty-two chil- 
iren were returned to county support. 


The agents made sixty-seven visits to 
orphans' homes and one to a county 
poor asylum. 
Thirty-nine calls were 
made to county officials in regard to 
children's work. One hundred forty-five 
special investigations were made. Four 
hundred seventy-nine 
and 
one-fourth 
days were spent in the field and the 
cost to the state 
was 
$3,313.87 
for 
agents' expenses and to the 
counties 
for children's traveling expenses was 
$221.89.

WOULD SÜPHISEDE 


Pan-American Doctrine the 
Proper Thing, Says 
Mr. Jones. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 5.—A Pan- 
-American doctrine, to supersede the 
Monroe doctrine, which, if 
accepted, 
would form an offensive and defensive 
alliance between the United States and 
every republic of South and Central 
America, and between these republics, 
will be advocated at the conference on 
national defense, to be held in Wash- 
ington, October 4-7, under auspices of 
the National Defense league, immedi- 
ately following the Grand Army of the 
Republic encampment. 


The new doctrine, suggested by Win- 
field Jones, secretary and one of the or- 
ganizers in 1913 of the National De- 
fense league, if put in effect, would form 
a political and military solidarity of 
the western hemisphere. 


While the Monroe doctrine 
forbids 
any European power from 
acquiring 
territory in the western hemisphere, it 
does not go far enough in the changed 
world conditions caused by the Euro- 
pean war, in that it does not provide 
for naval and military assistance from 
any or all of the Pan-American repub- 
lics in event the United States should 
be forced to ñght to protect one or a 
number of South or Central American 
countries from European or Asiatic ag- 
gression, in the opinion of 
Secretary 
Jones. 


"If the United Stales should be forc- 
ed in the future to pour out blood and 
treasure in maintaining 
the Monroe 
doctrine, it would be equitable that all 
Fan-American countries engage to as- 
sist the . United States with their full 
nsval and military power. The inter- 
est of on« is the interest of all in main- 
taining the political integrity of a sin- 
rie one^ of these 
republics," 
declared 
Secretary Jones in an interview 
here 
today. 


"The 
new Pan-American 
doctrine 
wouW expand the Monroe doctrine far 
beyond its original meaning, would su- 
persede it altogether for something bet- 
tei and stronger. 


"An' offensive and defensive alliance 
of all the Pan-American republics with 
the United States^ and between ' them- 
selves, would enormously increase the 
resisting force of the countries of the 
western hemisphere against a foe from 
any quarter. 


"Statesmen of Pan-America 
realize 
that should the United States be beaten 
in war with a European or Asiatic pow- 
er it would be easy for the victor to 
seize and permanently hold seaports and 
territory in any part of South or Cen- 
tral America, particularly in Central 
America, close to the Panama 
canal 
Panama Is , an example of the defense- 
leraness of «ome of the Pan-American 
eountrie«.., It hM ^absolutely no army

year-old daughter's baby girl. 


"I buried it to hide her shame," she 
explained. "I don't know whether it 
was alive or not. I didn't wait to see." 


Later 
the police say that Mrs. 
Schwery admitted to the state's attor- 
ney of the county that she had given 
Quigley arsenic in the ginger ale. 


"He broke my daughter's heart," she 
ift alleged to have said. "I thought he 
was betttr out of the way." 


But now the mother denies that she 
made such statements and declares if 
fho did it was after the police had ^v- 
en her the third degree and she didn't 
know what she was saying. 


"Not only would this alliance with 
thé United States forever assure ^ the 
independence and territory of all the 
I'cn-American countries from 
foreign 
aggression, but it would also 
assure 
I'ermanent peace among these countries 
themselves, which has not always been 
I the case, and between them 
and the 
United States. 


"Every Pan-American 
republic, no 
matter how weak, woiild then have be- 
hind its national existence the combined 
power of the United States and all its 
neighbors. 


"This alliance would at one stroke 
practically double the military and na- 
val power of the United States, even 
in our present miserable state of un- 
preparedness. 


"The combined naval 
and military 
power of the countries of the western 
hemisphere is strong enough to win in 
a war against any possible coalition of 
the other powers of the world. 


"The military and naval strength of 
all the South and Central American re- 
publics is, according to the latest gov- 
ernment statistics available: 
Armies, 
peace strength, li)5,15>9; war strength, 
1,995,732; unorganized, but of military 
age, 5,374,076; navies, 99 ships and 27,- 
83C men, 


"As allies of the United States and 
of themselves, the South and Central 
American countries could bring, in a 
war for tho defense of any country of 
the western hemisphere, 
nearly 100 
warships and 28,000 seamen, and a mili- 
tary strength of more than 7,000,000 
men when ail of service age were under 
arms. 


"With such allies, the United States, 
with its boundless wealth and resoufeee, 
its 100,000,000 population and its pres- 
ent and potential military and naval 
strangth could emerge victorious in any 
war against any combination of pow- 
erfe. 


"The United States is not the arbiter 
of its own destiny. We have no friends 
in Europe. Our logical friends are our 
neighbors in Pan-America, who have, 
as we have, a vital interest in maintain- 
ing the republican institutions and the 
fîeedom of the western world. 


"Therefore we ought 
to 
negotiate 
treaties providing for these alliances as 
speedily as possible—before the end of 
the European war. 


"The new Pan-American doctrine will 
be discussed at the conference on na- 
tional defense, and will be taken up at 
the next session of congress by sena- 
tors and representatives who believe in 
Pan-American solidarity."

of Napoleon's

The Russians entered it in 1813

Russians

LITTLE DOING ELSEWHERE. 


Comparative 
Quiet 
Prevails 
on 
the 
Western War Front. 


London, Aug, 5.—ComparatiA'e quiet 
prevails on the western front and in the 
minor battlefields, 
A significant phase 
of the near 
eastern operations, Avhich 
has passed almost unnoticed, is revealed 
in the announcement from Petrograd of 
the destruction of almost 900 Turkish 
craft in the Black sea by a Russian tor- 
pedo boat 
flotilla. 
More than 800 of 
these vessels were sailing ships Avhich 
had been built to carry supplies from 
the Anatolian coast. The persistence of 
the Turks in building these ships de- 
spite their continued destruction, is ac- 
cepted here as meaning that Constanti- 
nople is in need of supplies. 
The Brit- 
ish report for July shows that 62 Brit- 
ish steamers and sailing craft Avere sunk 
by the Germans during the month, with 
a loss of 63 liv¿8, while four steamers 
and 19 lives were lost by mines.

Because the city administration and the 
city council have yet in abeyance their 
decision on the question of carrying in- 
surance polloles under the new compen- 
aation law and further because there Is 
every appearance of likeUhood that they 
will elect that city shall shoulder Its own 
lieks. 
Comptroller William C. Baade is 
at work on a plan by Avhlch the munici- 
pal government may create a fund for 
that purpose and has not Included in his 
recommendations for the annual appropri- 
ations any provision for paying premlus 
on compensation policies. He agrees with 
most of the other city officials and the 
majority of the councllmen that the city- 
can assume its own risks and save much 
money by It. 
It has been ascertained 
that the premtums for compensation in- 
surance in 
the 
department of 
public 
safety alone would amount to about $11,- 
800. 
Those in the waterworks and mu- 
nicipal lighting departments, whose rate» 
would also be high, together AVlth other 
branches of thoy^ city government would 
bring the total annual cost of premiums 
•up to $15,000 and perhaps $20,000. Comp- 
troller Baade would have a fund created 
In a couple of years that could be swelled 
to $50,000 or thereabouts and invest It in 
municipal improvement 
bonds of 
Fort 
Wayne at 5 per cent. 
This would more 
than cover the average of losses by dam- 
age for a good many years past. 
He 
has had In mind the creation of such a 
fund in apportioning the appropriations 
for next year.

PROPOSES CUT OF TRACK LEVY. 


Comptroller 
Submits 
His 
Plan

Money to Motorize Fire Department. 


As stated some

newspaper he was preparing to do. City 
Comptroller W. C. Ba^le has drafted his 
recommendation 
to 
the 
city 
council 
that 3 cents be cut from the track 
elevation levy of 10 cents, that the spe- 
cial levy 
of 3 cents for the 
garbage 
plant fund be wiped out and that tho 
combined saving of 6 cents thus gained 
be applied to motorization of the fire 
department 
equipment. 
This 
would 
produce about $15,000, which is the 
sum the board of safety is aski.ng to 
motorize the equipment of No. 1 engine 
house. 
The 
comptroller 
says 
this 
course will give all the money needed 
for various municipal purposes, includ- 
ing street lighting and new street inter- 
sections and produce $28,000 for track 
eleA'ation~a sum he believes will be 
sufficient with what noAv is in hand for 
that purpose next year. 
The total ap- 
propriations planned by the comptrol- 
ler for 1916 are $429,417, as com- 
pared 
AA-ith $401,069 
made for 
the 
present year. 
This is exclusive of the 
park 
department's 
$30,006.48, 
that 
will be produced by its levy of SVj 
cents, and the »A cent levy for munici- 
pal concerts. 


The amount for 1916 is distributed 
among the city departments as follows: 
Finance, 
$31,160; 
health, 
$11,260; 
city court, $2.075; law, $2,900; board 
of public works, $193,081, and board 
of public safety, $188,941. 
The in- 
come from all sources, a«ide from the 
park department levy, will be 
$448,-. 
466.95, AA'hich Avill leave a surplus in 
the general fund of $19,049.95. 
The 
park department also received a levy 
of one-half cent for public band con- 
certs. 


For 1915 the apportionment of funds 
was as 
follows: 
Finance.

health, $10,790;

$186,385, a total of $401,069. 
The 
water works department this year paid

In a statement prepared for the city 
council and siibmitted to Mayor Hosey 
Thursday evening, thc comptroller says: 
"By cutting off the three cents (.03) 
leAry for garbage plant fund which at 
the end of this year will have thirty 
thousand dollars ($30,000) in the fund, 
and cutting off three cents (.03) levy 
from the 
track 
elevation fund, 
will 
make an income above what was men- 
tioned before of enough money to give 
the department of safety the motoriza- 
tion of the fire department for AA'hich 
they ask, and I was forced to cut off 
the budget on account of not enough 
being available to grant it. 


"The same hold» good for the five 
thousand dollars ($6,000), which was 
cut off from the board of works' re- 
quest for 
new streets,

making this change, the leAry

A conference to be participated in by 
the Mexican factional leaders is 
the 
president's first aim. 
This he recently 
asked for in a communication to the 
leaders calling them together in an at 
tempt to end their strife. The next ap 
peal, it is understood, will be final, and 
if any faction refuses an arms embargo 
will follow against that faction. 


The president's plan is also said to 
include immediate steps to operate the 
railroad betAveen Vera Cruz and Mexico 
City for the transportation of food eup 
plies to the starving people of the capi 
tal. 
Failure of the Mexican leaders to 
keep open the road, it was said, might 
result in joint military steps by the 
United States and the Latin-Americans 
to that end. 


The dispatch of a battery of field ar-. 
tillery from Fort Sill, Okla,, to El Paso 
has aroused considerable comment here 
Officials, hOAvever, attached little im- 
portance to the incident, saying it was 
decided to have the border well guarded 
in view of recent uprisings.

The British have had the 
care of the army and most of tho hos- 
pital work, except what the Serbians 
themselves are doing.

Richard Strong, head of the American 
sanitary commission, is an exceptional 
man of wide experience, and he has 
hind him the practically unlimited finan- 
cial resources of the wonderful Roeko- 
feller foimdation.

London, Aug. 6.—American film play- 
depicting American life in purely Amer- 
ican settings, have largely a monopoly 
on British moving picture theaters. 
A 
writer in one of the London dailies com- 
plains that out of about nine films in 
each show seven are likely to be Ameri- 
can. He concludes that while a num- 
ber of excellent films have been put out 
by British companies based on well- 
known novels, the public prefers the 
American, and the proprietors find them 
cheaper. 


One reason for the success of Ameri- 
can films, it ia pointed out, is economy. 
While American films enter Great Brit- 
ain duty free, British films are taxed 
heavily not only in the United States, 
but in Canada and Australia. 
Having 
the monopoly of an 
enormous 
home 
area by reason of the protective tariff, 
the Americans are able to export cheap- 
ly and undersell the British on their 
own soil. British producers, moreover, 
pay heavy local taxes. 


British firms cannot afford 
to sell 
films at less than eight cents a foot, 
(T) with a reasonable profit in view. 
The Americans charge seven cents, and 
could drop another cent without dis- 
comfort. They could almost go down 
to the cost price of three and a half 
eents a foot for the printed positives, 
since their local American sales alone 
pay la^e profits on the production of 
the original negative. 
The most the 
British competitor can get .in the states 
is six cents a foot, and out of this he 
must pay^ duties, which amount to three 
cents on negatives and one cent 
on 
positives. 


Great ^Britain imports 
five 
million 
feet of American film annually. From 
one American 2,000-foot negative, 120 
copies were printed in England and sold 
at a profit of $8,750,000 and this is not 
an exceptional case. 


The hazy atmosphere and short sum- 
mer season of England are a natural 
handicap in producing films. Most of 
the_ American companies 
produce 
in 
California, where • light conditions are 
nearly perfect. 


Apart from the artificial handicaps, 
it is doubtful whether 
British films 
^uld undermine the popularity of the 
American to 
any 
extent. 
American 
I'ls^s are full of action, simple to un- 
derstand, well staged 
and 
generally 
full of the kind of humor that takes 
^ith the crowd, although Frendi films 
ore more popular with, a certain ele- 
ment of picture-goers who say French 
plots appeal more to the natural in- 
telligence. 
Italian films generally run 
to tragedies and are slow and tiresome 
m action. The American oomics stand 
alone in the affection 
of the crowd, 
however, and the poster of a certain 
eccentric American film comedian can 
be seen displayed In almost every pic- 
ture hou^^ in London.

The Pennsylvania railroad alone last year had over 90,000 stockhold- 
ers, of whom more than 48 per cent, were women. American ra.il- 
roads are no longer in the hands of a comparatively few money 
lords. More largely every year the smaller investor is sharing in 
their ownership.

siiiMig, progressed rapidly through com- 
mon and high schools and then through 
a pharmaceutical school. He then re- 
turned to the home of his adopted moth- 
er and purchased the best pharmacy 
in the town.

The case is the most novel confronted

Am.Tinin doctrine, to supersede the 
Monroe dm'trine, which, 
if 
nwopted, 


vcmld form nn offensive nnd defensive 
rllinnre between the United Stntes nnd 
every republic of South and Central 
America and between these republics, 
will be advocated at the conference on 
national defense, to be held in Wa*h- 
ineton, October 4-7, under auspices of 
the National Defense league, immcrti- 
nlt-ly following the Grand Army of the 
Republic encampment. 


The new doctrine, suggested by VVin- 


fu-ld Jones, secretary and one of the or- 
ganizers in 1813 of the National 
De- 


fense league, if put in effect, would form 
,i political and military solidarity of 
the western hemisphere. 


While the Monroe doctrine 
forbids 


any European power from 
acquiring 


territory in the western hemisphere, it 
does not go far cnoujrli.in the changed 
world conditions caused by the Euro- 
pean war, in that it does not provide 
for naval and military assistance from 
any or all of the Pan-American repub- 
lics in event the United States should 
be forced to fight to protect one. or a 
number of South or Central American 
countries from European or Asiatic ag- 
gression, in the opinion of 
Secretary 


Jones. 


"If the United States ehould be forc- 


ed in the future to pour out blood and 
treasure in maintaining 
the 
Monroe 


doctrine, it would be equitable that all 
Tan-American countries engage to as- 
sist the United States with their full 
n»val and military power. The inter- 
est of one i« the interest of all in main- 
taining the political integrity of a sin- 
gle, one of these republics," declared 
Secretary Jones in an interview 
here 


today. 
. 
"The 
new 
Pan-American 
doo.trme 


would expand the Monroe doctrine far 
beyond its original meaning, would su- 
persede it altogether for something bet- 
tei and stronger. 


"An offensive and defensive alliance 


of all the Pan-American republics with 
the United States, and between, t.hem- 
sr-Jves, would -enormously increase the 
icsisting force of the countries of the 
western hemisphere against a foe from 
any quarter. 
"Statesmen of Pan-America, 
realize 


that should the United States be beaten 
in war with a European or Asiatic pow- 
er it would be easy for the victor to 
seize and permanently hold seaports and 
territory in any part, of South or Cen- 
tral America, particularly 
in Central 


America, close to the Panama 
canal. 


Panama is an example of the defense- 
lessness of some of the Pan-American 
countries. 
It hna absolutely no army 


or defenses whatever, and should the 
canal be attacked would in all prob- 
ability suffer the fat* of Belgium. 


"These statesmen, as a matter of pro 


tection for their own countries, shoulf 
fnvor such an alliance with the United 
?tatet. 


"Not only would this alliance with 


the United States forever assure 
the 


independence and- territory of all til'- 
I'liii-American countries from 
forcipn 


:igj:roHSioii, but it would also 
assiiiv 


i.tiinanent peace among these cmintrii'S 
themselves, which has not always been 
I.ho case, and between them 
and the 


I'nited States. 
"Every Pan-American 
republic, 
no 


mutter how weak, would then have be- 
1,:ml its national existence the combined 
power nf the United States and all its 
ni'i<,'hliors. 


"This alliance would at. one stroke 


practically double, the military and na- 
val power of the United States, even 
in our present miserable state of un- 
preparedncss. 


"The combined naval 
and muuary 


power of the countries of the western 
himisphcrc is strong enough to win in 
a war against any possible coalition of 
the, other powers of the world. 


"The military and naval strength of 


all the South lind Central American re- 
publics is. according to the latest gov- 
ernment statistics available: 
Armies, 


peace strength, 105,1110; war strength. 
1,095.732; unorganized, but of military 
ape, 5,374,<V7fl; navies, !W ships and 27,- 
83C men. 
"As allies of the United States and 


of themselves, the South and Central 
American countries could bring, in a 
war for the defense of any country of 
thf western hemisphere, 
nearly 
100 


warships and 28,000 seamen, and a mili- 
tary strength of more than 7,000,000 
men when all of service age were under 


'"With such allies, the United States, 


with its boundless wealth and resources, 
its 100,000.000 population and it* pres- 
ent and potential military and naval 
strength could emerge victorious in any 
v.ar against any combination of pow- 
ers,."The United States is not the arbiter 
of its own destiny. We have no friends 
in Europe. Our logical friends are our 
neighbors in Pan-America, who have, 
as we have, n vital interest in maintain- 
ing the republican institutions and the 
freedom of the western world. 


"Therefore we ought 
to 
negotiate 


treaties providing for these alliances afl 
speedily as possible—before the end of 
the European war. 


"The new Pan-American doctrine will 


be discussed nt the conference on na- 
tional defense, and will be taken up at 
the next session of congress by sena- 
tors and representatives who believe in 
Pan-American solidarity."

London. Aug. o.—American film play- 


h'piutinsc American life in purely Amer- 
ican nettings, have largely & monopoly 
on British moving picture theaters. A 
writer in one of the London dailies com- 
plains that out of about nine films in 
csirh show ecvcn are likely to be Araeri- 
can. He concludes that while a num- 
ber of excellent films have been put out 
by Britinh companies baaed on. well- 
known novels, the public prefers the 
American, nnd the proprietors find them 
cheaper. 


One reason for the success of Ameri- 


can films, it is pointed out, is economy. 
While American films enter Great Brit- 
ain duty free, British films arc taxed 
heavily not only in the United States, 
but h) Canada nnd Australia. 
Having 


the monopoly of an 
enormous 
home 


area by rejison of the protective tarill", 
the Americans are able to export cheap- 
ly and undersell tho British an their 
own soil. British producers, moreover, 
pay heavy local taxes. 


British firms cannot afford 
to sell 


films at less than eight cents a foot, 
(?) with a reasonable profit in view. 
The Americans charge seven cents, and 
could drop another cent without dis- 
comfort. 
They could almost go down 


to the cost price of three and a. half 
cents a foot for the printed positives, 
since their local American sales alone 
pay large profits on the production of 
the original negative. 
The most the 


British competitor can get in the states 


i six cents a foot, and out of this he 
must pay duties, which amount to three 
cents on negatives and one cont 
on 


positives. 


Great Britain imports 
five 
million 


feet of American film annually. From 
one American 2,000-foot negative, 120 
copies were printed in England and sold 
at a profit of $8.750,000 and this is not 
an exceptional case. 


The hazy atmosphere and short sum- 


mer season of England are a natural 
handicap in producing films. Most of 
th« American^ companies 
produce 
in 


California, where light conditions are 
nearly perfect. 


Apart from the artificial handicaps, 


it is doubtful whether 
British films 


could undermine the popularity of the 
American to 
any 
extent. 
American 


plays are full of action, simple to un- 
derstand, well staged 
and 
generally 


full- of tho kind uf humor that takes 
with the crowd, although French films 
ore more popular with a certain ele- 
ment of pictnre-goers who say French 
pints appeal more i.n the natural in- 
telligence. 
Italian films generally run 


to tragedies and are slow and tiresome 
in action. The American comics stand 
alone in the affection 
of tho crowd, 


howovor, nnd Ilio poster of a certain 
eccentric American film comedian can 
be soon displayed hi almost, overy pic- 
ture houfto in London.
